The animators were delighted 
with the result, but Walt never 
again agreed to filming one of 
his recording sessions, and un¬ 
fortunately for us, that unique 
film no longer exists.

The Flying Saucers were lo¬ 
cated in Tomorrowland at Disney¬ 
land from August 6,1961 to Sep¬ 
tember 5, 1966. The Saucers 
floated on a cushion of air, using 
a principle similar to hovercraft 
boats. However, since the tech¬ 
nology was new in the 1960s, 
there were major maintenance 
problems in trying to keep the 
attraction operating. Eventually 
it had to be removed. 


Is it possible that Tramp in 
Lady and the Tramp and 
the adult Bambi were voiced 
by the same person? The 
voices sound the same.

No, there were two different 
actors. Larry Roberts was the 
voice of Tramp; the voice of the 
adult Bambi was provided by 
John Sutherland. Neither of 
these actors was used in any 
other Disney animated feature. 


Since there were three 
original “Davy Crockett” 
shows, is much footage 
missing from the feature 
film made from them— Davy 
Crockett, King of the Wild 
Frontier ?

The TV shows were about 47 
minutes each, or a total of 141 
minutes for the three shows, so 
some editing had to be done.

Good advice is a phone call 
away

Warm Lines guide parents in 
how to respond to the puzzling 
behavior of infants and toddlers. 

A Warm Line is just that— 
warm—and helpful. It’s not 
a hot line for immediate or 
serious crises. Nor is it an 800 
number offering a simplistic 
solution. Rather, Warm Lines 
put you in touch with child de¬ 
velopment professionals who 
provide sound advice on han¬ 
dling the normal problems of 
child rearing, such as how to 
help an infant sleep through the 
night, or what to do when a 
usually good-natured toddler 
suddenly begins throwing 
temper tantrums. (“Warm Line” 
is not a copyrighted name, so 
there may be other types of 


warm lines around; here the 
name refers only to services of¬ 
fering child development guid¬ 
ance and, in particular, to the 
original Warm Line, the proto¬ 
type for the others in the field.) 

The first Warm Line was set 
up 18 years ago by Helen Reid, 
M.S.W., as a free service provid¬ 
ed by The Early Childhood 
Center, Cedars-Sinai Medical 
Center, Los Angeles. There are 
now about 20 such professional 
consultation services in cities 
around the country. To find out 
if there is one near you, ask your 
pediatrician, or call or write 
Family Resource Coalition.* 
Warm Lines may vary some¬ 
what in the way they work, but 
most are similar in procedure to 
that developed by Helen Reid. 

Today, with a staff of 30 
handling 50 to 100 calls a week 



(The Warm Line is only one of 
their Early Childhood Center 
responsibilities), Reid’s Warm 
Line follows the same format it 
did when it began. When a 
parent calls in, he or she is 
assured a return phone call from 
a mental health professional 


within 24 to 48 hours. Forty-five 
minutes are allowed for each 
phone consultation, “because it’s

the cars they drive, according to 
Rabbi Fields. 

These parents also believe 
that the more they give to their 
children, the happier the chil¬ 
dren will be. And yet when their 
children submit long, high-ticket 


wish lists, many of these parents 
suddenly become alarmed. 

The solution to the holiday 
greed problem, says Reverend 
Carolyn Crawford, Associate 
Pastor at Bel Air Presbyterian 
Church in charge of the Family 
and Children’s Ministry, “in¬ 
volves some creative energy and 
some time, two investments par¬ 
ents often find difficult to give. 

Rev. Crawford suggests par¬ 
ents make a deliberate effort 
during the holidays to slow 
down, cutting out the events and 
commitments that are of low pri¬ 
ority, and make an effort to do 
things together as a family. 
Whether it’s watching a holiday 
special on television or cutting 
down a Christmas tree, the time

necessary to develop a relation¬ 
ship over the phone,” says Reid. 
Additional calls may follow, but 
the goal is to solve problems on 
the phone. Ninety-five percent of 
the calls can be handled in this 
way; only five percent require 
referral for additional help. 

Calls to The Warm Line haven’t 
varied much over the years. * * 
Sleep disruptions are the subject 
of 50 percent of the calls. This is 
understandable, according to 
Reid: “Each milestone of devel¬ 
opment within the first year or 
so of a baby’s life results in the 
baby waking, whether the prob¬ 
lem be colic, teething, a cold, or 
one of a variety of other discom¬ 
forts. And a baby has no lan¬ 
guage; all he or she can do is lie 
there and cry.” The Warm Line 
generally advises that when the 


baby awakens and cries in the 
middle of the night, the parent 
should go into the baby’s room, 
say that he or she will stay with 
the baby, and do that each night 
when the baby awakens until 
the child is able to sleep through 
the night. It usually takes only 
about three nights. “In third 
world countries there are no 
sleep problems—babies sleep 
with their mothers.” 

Parents are frequently sur¬ 
prised at The Warm Line advice, 
because pediatricians are more 
apt to suggest walking out of the 
room, letting the baby cry. Even 
Dr. Spock now advocates such a 
response, although he has 
changed his opinion on this sub¬ 
ject several times over the years. 
In addition, parents today are 
afraid of spoiling their children, 
notes Reid: “They think a crying 
baby is trying to manipulate them, 
but that’s not true. The baby is 
expressing his feelings in the 


only way he can.” 

The Warm Line philosophy is 
based on sound child develop¬ 
ment thinking and on the collec¬ 
tive experience of the staff. But 
the staff is practical, too. Reid says 
that callers are told, “This is our 
approach. If it works for you, fine. 
If not, we’ll try something else.” 

During recent years, the sub¬ 
ject of day care has provided a 
whole new category of calls for 
The Warm Line. This past year, 
a separate Day Care Warm Line 
was set up, with two staff mem¬ 
bers handling only day care 
calls, which include calls from 
day care providers as well as 
from parents with day care prob¬ 
lems. The questions of day care 
providers caring for perhaps five 
babies are going to be different 
from the questions of a mother 
at home alone with one infant. 

The Warm Line offers guid¬ 
ance in handling normal prob¬ 
lems, whether the question is 


about day care or home care. 
The Warm Line staff has found, 
however, that they must be 
careful in reiterating that prob¬ 
lems with very young children 
are normal. People are afraid of 
the word “problem.” When The 
Warm Line placed an ad in the 
newspaper that read something 
like “Having problems with 
children?” few calls came in. 
When the ad was reworded “Nor¬ 
mal parents with normal chil¬ 
dren have questions,” the re¬ 
sponse was great. 

Temper tantrums, crying, 
biting, bed-wetting: “It’s all nor¬ 
mal,” Reid says. “It’s how you 
handle it that counts.”

Introducing children to the power of writing Increases their vocabulary 
and improves their reading and writing skills.

This is the second article in a 
two-part series about a teaching 
method which harnesses a 
child's vocabulary to make him 
or her a writer—and a reader. 

Y oung children have a natural 
ability to write. Tapping that 
native ability, however, requires 
the kind of ingenuity that is 
demonstrated at the Seeds Uni¬ 
versity Elementary School, Uni¬ 
versity of California, Los Angeles. 
There, 26 first and second graders 
were asked, “How many of you 
are writers?” More than half of 
the seven and eight-year-olds put 
their hands up, indicating that 
they think of themselves as 
authors—as writers who have 
published works to their credit. 

This unusual pride of author¬ 
ship is stimulated by their teacher, 
Janet L. Powell, a reading spe¬ 
cialist who came to the university 


laboratory classroom six years 
ago as a demonstration teacher. 
Convinced that children learn best 
from their own vocabularies, she 
works on techniques to bridge the 
gap between their verbal and their 


written language. 

One of the “bridges” is a weekly 
newspaper, written and illustrated 
by students for their parents and 
school. It works like this: 1) The 
teacher decides on the theme for 


the week, focusing on information 
children wish to convey to their 
parents. 2) Teacher’s aides inter¬ 
view the children, recording their 
words verbatim. To get the less 
verbal children off dead center, 
the aides will ask leading ques¬ 
tions. When the dictation is 
finished, the teacher reads it back 
and the children edit their 
“articles” orally. This process 
continues until the child is sure 
that the article is an accurate re¬ 
flection of his or her thoughts. 
Then the articles are printed out 
on legal size paper with primer- 
size words, collated, stapled, and 
delivered to an audience of 90. 

Children have language spilling 
over in their minds before they 
have the skills to spell or string 
words together. Powell believes 
that their own reservoir of words 
can drive the learning process 
more quickly than commonly 
thought. The newspaper hastens

mately cherished and remem¬ 
bered by the children—not the 
presents. 

Crawford encourages parents 
to use the religious significance 
behind the holiday “to teach chil¬ 
dren about sacrificial giving, 
helping them to be involved in 
making gifts for family and 
friends, writing a letter to an older 
person or baking cookies for a 
nursing home.” 

Crawford also feels that parents 
unknowingly set their children 
up for disappointment when they 
ask, “What would you like for 
Christmas?” She suggests asking, 
‘“If you could choose between 
this toy and that toy, which would 
be more special to you?’ or 
‘Which present would you give 


your best friend?’” Or, as Fields 
says, build realistic expectations 
by saying: “‘If Santa is going to 
bring you that 10-speed bike, he 
may not be able to carry more.’” 

Fields feels that some parents 
don’t talk honestly with their 
children about what they want 
for the holidays because they’re 
afraid of what they’ll hear. “We’re 
often afraid they will ask for what 
is hardest to give: our time.” 

Both Crawford and Fields feel 
that children focus on gifts and 
acquisitions when there is little 
else to the holidays for them 
other than the gift-giving inter¬ 
action. It is up to the parents, 
they say, to build both mean¬ 
ingful activities and important 
traditions into the holidays. 

Fields, for example, says his 
family always set aside a special 
charity box as a part of their 
Hanukkah celebration, making 


sure everyone made a contribu¬ 
tion. And Crawford remembers 
Christmases as a child when her 
family would spend hours mak¬ 
ing 250 carefully crafted ginger¬ 
bread men for the Korean choir 
in New York City. 

Crawford says that parents can 
also look for “teachable mo¬ 
ments,” such as when setting up 
the creche scene under the tree 
or lighting a candle, to tell a 
religious story or explain some¬ 
thing about the holiday. 

If the holidays seem flat, they 
may be lacking the third dimen¬ 
sion that comes from bringing 
good values and tradition to the 
celebration. “Values,” says Fields, 
“open the imagination to what is 
really significant in life, which is 
probably the biggest holiday gift 
parents can give their children.”

this process and gives the young 
journalists early access to printed 
expression. When their dictation 
is typed into the computer, they 
see their verbal language being 
translated into written language 
before their eyes. They also come 
to realize that errors are not fatal; 
with a word processor they are 
easily corrected. The results are 
impressive: In about five months, 
youngsters are able to write 
articles on their own instead of 
dictating them. Within nine 
months, they gain about two 
years of literacy. And this concept 
can be adapted for use at home.

“When I was growing up, I never had that one 
special teacher,” says Hayley Mills. “Because of 
my unusual childhood, I went to so many dif¬ 
ferent schools that I never had a normal educa¬ 
tion.” After several decades of stardom, Hayley 
Mills will get the chance to play the teacher she 
never had—that one special educator who gave 
her all to make learning exciting and fun. In 
Good Morning, Miss Bliss, a new Disney Chan¬ 
nel comedy series (premiering November 30 at 


8:00 p.m., Eastern/Pacific time), Mills takes on 
the role of eighth grade teacher Carrie Bliss.

somewhat rambunctious youths. There’s Zach, 
the 14-year-old dreamboat. He’s a charmer and a 
conman—even in the classroom. His sidekick 
Mikey emulates Zach and often joins him in his 
pranks. Nicki is the strongheaded girl who sticks 
up for what she believes in, despite popular opin¬ 
ion. Her unlikely best friend is Lisa, the bub- 
blehead beauty whose favorite pastime is shop¬ 
ping at the mall. And of course, no classroom 
would be complete without a misfit. Miss Bliss 
calls him by his proper name, Samuel; but the 
students call him Screech. For Screech, life is a 
never-ending battle to fit in with the “cool” crowd. 

Teaching kids today can be a formidable 
challenge. As Hayley Mills points out, “This is 
an age of video games, MTV and TV in general. 
Teachers have to compete with that, and it’s 
very difficult.” 

Miss Bliss’s students are no exception to the 
nation-wide phenomenon of media-obsessed 
teenagers. As a result, she must employ rather 
unorthodox methods to get her point across. 
Mills comments on Carrie Bliss’s ingenuity, 
“She has a very unique way of teaching. Carrie 
tries to bring her subject alive in as many ways 
as she can.” 

But Miss Bliss’s instructional antics often 
deviate from the traditional standards of Mr. 
Belding, the principle. For example, she might 
team up unlikely students for zany projects. In 
one instance she has them dress up in early 
American costume to teach them a history 
lesson. And chaos really breaks out when Miss 
Bliss teaches them about the stock exchange. 

“In that episode the students all chip in a cou¬ 
ple dollars and invest in some stock,” explains 


Mills. “They learn in a practical way, which is the 
best way, I think. Of course it all goes rather 
wrong and it’s very funny!” she adds, laughing. 

The education Hayley Mills received is quite 
different from that of her students on Good 
Morning, Miss Bliss. Before beginning her film 
career, Mills attended a boarding school in her 
native England. “I think you tend to stay 
younger longer when you go to boarding 
school,” observes Mills. 

When she came to Hollywood to make her 
first Disney film at age 14 (Pollyanna, in 1960), 
Mills’s interests differed from those of other 
girls. “When I went to somebody’s house I 
wanted to swim and climb trees and they were 
going out on dates,” she recalls. “They were 
very much more mature and aware of them¬ 
selves as little women.” 

Hayley soon caught up, and went on her first 
date at age 14. “Mum finally agreed to let me go 
out to Pacific Palisades with my first boyfriend 
—provided I had a chaperone. But she couldn’t 
come, so she sent the cook! That woman sat at 
the bottom of every ride just watching us! 

“Of course when Frank Sinatra, Jr. took me 
out, Mum came along.” And Michael Douglas 
was the envy of many a teenage American boy 
when he took Hayley out on his 16th birthday 
—an event she doesn’t even remember. 

Her schooling at the Disney Studio was inter¬ 
spersed between takes and make-up checks. 
Mills fondly recalls, “They’d do a twenty- 
minute light check and send us off to the little 
red schoolhouse. I was there with all the other 
child actors. Annette Funicello was one of my 
classmates, but we never became good friends 
because we never worked together.” 

Hayley’s work time was supervised strictly

by welfare agents who were always on the set. 
“I remember one evening vividly during the 
filming of Pollyanna ,” she recalls. “There was 
a scene with hundreds of extras. The directors 
wanted to do one extra shot, but it was past my 
working time. The welfare workers refused 
permission, and all those poor people had to 
come back the next day!” 

Hayley’s enormous popularity after Polly¬ 
anna landed her the lead roles in a series of 
Disney films, including The Parent Trap , The 
Moon-Spinners , and That Dam Cat! 

“I’m not really certain what my appeal was— 
I guess it was partially DNA!” laughs Mills. 
(Her father is Oscar-winning actor John Mills, 
her sister is actress Juliet Mills.) “I was very 
lucky to start at the time that I did because I 
began when acting was the most natural thing 
in the world to do. It was an extension of the 
games that I played in my imaginary life that 
we all have when we are children. It didn’t 
seem difficult at all.” 

Her five-year association with the Disney 
studios garnered Hayley Mills a special Oscar, 
international acclaim—and a squeaky-clean 
image that was hard to break when she later 
auditioned for more mature roles. Though she 
once felt ambivalent towards that identity, Mills 
feels it has been a benefit in the long run. 

“After a good many years I’m rather glad that 
that image stayed,” she comments. “It was a 
very positive identity—although I once fought 
against it because there were roles I wanted to 
play that were considered unsuitable— Lolita, 
for example. 

“I’m very proud of my image now and I 
wouldn’t change any of it. One of the things 
that makes me really happy is that if one of my 


old movies comes on while my boys are 
watching television, I don’t have to rush to turn 
it off!” 

Being a mother has certainly helped Mills with 
her role as Carrie Bliss. “Working with children 
is wonderful because I’m in touch with my 
childhood again,” she smiles, then adds, “but it 
comes mostly from instinct.” Peter Engel, the 
series’ executive producer observes, “When you 
come right down to it, it’s instinct that makes a 
great athlete, director, or actor. Instinct is what 
makes the difference between great and very 
good. Hayley has that instinct. 

“Miss Bliss is the kind of teacher who feels 
that education doesn’t end at 3:00 p.m., it starts 
at 3:00 p.m.,” Engel continues. “It’s a 24-hour 
job.” And as Mills points out, Carrie Bliss is in¬ 
volved in every facet of her students’ lives. 
“Teaching is her life,” she says, “and there are 
thousands of teachers out there like her.” 

Miss Bliss has the magical ability to treat each 
student as an individual. And the students on 
Good Morning, Miss Bliss are a diverse and in¬ 
teresting group. They’re more than just stereo¬ 
typical teens. For example, they’ve known each 
other since the first grade. They played in Little 
League together. They laugh and they cry. They 
strive to fit in, to stand out, and sometimes, just 
to get by. Carrie Bliss doesn’t dismiss their prob¬ 
lems as simple adolescent angst. She touches 
them. And they touch her. 

“Carrie Bliss loves her job as a teacher and 
that’s how I feel about being an actress,” says 
Mills. She adds thoughtfully, “There’s a wonder¬ 
ful line that Christa McAuliffe [the teacher killed 
in the Challenger accident] used to say: ‘I touch 
the future; I teach.’ It’s a rather inspiring thought. 
That’s what I base Carrie Bliss on.” □

GOODBYE. 

MISS 4TH OF JULY 

A courageous and idealistic young woman 
defies the spectre of racism in this 
Disney Channel Premiere Film. 
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F or the millions who fled oppression, war, and poverty 
in their homelands, America was a shining beacon 
of freedom and hope. It was a nation where men and 
women could live in peace with their neighbors, free to 
pursue their own dreams. Yet for those millions, the 
America symbolized by the Statue of Liberty was often at 
odds with the country they found. Many had to confront 
prejudice, fear, hatred, and violence. 

Such is the dilemma of an immigrant Greek family—the 
Januses—in the latest Disney Channel Premiere Film, 
Goodbye, Miss 4th of July, which premieres on The 
Disney Channel on Saturday, December 3 at 7:00 p.m. 
(Eastern/Pacific time). Based on a true story, the film stars 
Roxana Zal, Chris Sarandon, Chantal Contouri, and 
Academy Award winner Louis Gossett, Jr. Goodbye Miss 
4th of July was directed by George Miller, whose credits in¬ 
clude The Man from Snowy River, as well as last year’s 
Disney Channel Premiere Film The Christmas Visitor. 

“It’s the tale of a moderate family from Greece,” director 
Miller explains. “In 1917, they settle in West Virginia, and 
there they encounter racial prejudice. The story deals with 
how they overcome that prejudice, and change the town 
in the process.” 

In the town of Montgomery, the Januses discover that 
strict segregation between black and white is the prevail¬ 
ing order—the ethic known as “Jim Crow.” Enforcing that 
social order is the Ku Klux Klan, whose illegal night riders 
terrorize blacks and those whites who oppose the Klan. 
Though classified as “white” by the townspeople, the 
Januses are also “strangers”—worse they are “foreigners.”

The Januses have difficulty accepting this state 
of affairs and, ultimately, do not accept them— 
particularly their young daughter Niki, por¬ 
trayed by Roxana Zal. 

Zal, who received an Emmy Award for her 
performance in the title role of the TV movie 
Something About Amelia, says, “Niki is a girl 
from Greece—she’s about 17—who has never 
encountered racism before. And when she 
does encounter it, she doesn’t like it. She treats 
all the townspeople alike, black and white. 
That proves a threat, and she and her family 
get harassed for it. But she’s a strong girl, and 
her family supports her and stands by her.” 

A crucial role in Goodbye, Miss 4th of July is 
that of “Big John” (played by Louis Gossett Jr.). 
Big John is a strong and self-reliant former boxer 
whose presence seems both a reproach and a 
threat to the forces of reaction in Montgomery, 
especially the Ku Klux Klan. (Ed Lauter plays 
the leader of the Klan—and the town’s under¬ 
taker—in a superb and venomous performance.) 
It’s Niki’s and the Janus family’s friendship with 
Big John that leads the Klan to confront them, 
burning a cross on their lawn. 

“He was once a prize fighter—probably bare 
knuckle,” Gossett says of his character. “He 
wasn’t too bad, but he didn’t get the breaks. 
And somewhere along the line, he acquired his 
philosophy about life. Big John is a survivor. 


He’s endured a lot of hard knocks. At the 
beginning of the film, peace of mind is what he 
is concerned about. 

“Then into his life comes this young girl. She 
is as pure and innocent as anything he’s en¬ 
countered in his life. Given what has happened 
to the country, to the way of life, it is as if she is 
newborn. He’s impressed by her—and out of 
that flows the relationship.” 

Portraying Niki’s parents are actors Chris 
Sarandon and Chantal Contouri. Sarandon is 
George Janus, the chemist who brings his family 
to Montgomery from Greece. For Sarandon, 
the role struck particularly close to home. 

“When my manager called about the script,” 
he explains, “he told me it was about a Greek 
family who emmigrated to the United States. I 
said, ‘Wait a minute.’ I am Greek—my father 
immigrated to the United States in the 1920s. 
This family arrives around 1916 or 1917. My 
manager said, ‘...and this family immigrates 
to...’ and I said, ‘West Virginia!’ That’s where 
my father immigrated to. The story takes place 
in Montgomery, West Virginia, which is 20 
miles from Beckly, where my family settled.” 

Relationship and community are the themes 
of Goodbye, Miss 4th of July. The title of the 
film refers to an annual contest held in Mont¬ 
gomery. Each year the town selects a girl to be 
“Miss 4th of July” for the Independence Day 
celebration. The criteria are not beauty and 
popularity—rather the white community 
honors the girl who has displayed the greatest 
concern for her fellow citizens. 


Niki Janus, who causes not only her new 
friends but the older townspeople to confront 
the implications of their actions, is not a can¬ 
didate for that honor. But Niki’s courage in her 
individual stand has a profound affect on Mont¬ 
gomery. First she refuses to bend to popular 
opinion. And second, she is ready to aid and 
befriend all—including those in the Ku Klux 
Klan who oppose her. 

That Niki truly possesses the courage of her 
convictions becomes clear during two calam¬ 
itous events. One event is America’s entry into 
the First World War in 1917, which brings into 
focus the “differences” between “Americans” 
and “foreigners.” The second is the outbreak of 
the great Spanish influenza epidemic. While war 
promises to drive the community apart on racial 
and ethnic lines, the epidemic spares no one. 

It is Niki Janus whose help enables the town 
to survive the devastating epidemic. By her 
selflessness and sacrifice, the townspeople are 
brought to a stunning realization. They can 
now at least see and acknowledge that they 
share bonds of common humanity regardless 
of race, bonds that in the end mean more than 
their individual prejudices. 

Goodbye, Miss 4th of July is an important 
film. It takes an unblinking look at painful prob¬ 
lems and issues in the recent American past. It 
celebrates those values and ethics that made 
America a symbol of freedom. Goodbye, Miss 
4th Of July is, in the end, the story of one in¬ 
dividual who cares enough to stand by her high 
ideals, and thus affects a change in many. □

Eclectic, entertaining—always unpredictable, 
their music swings from jazz to jive. 

They vocalize with vocal-ease. They do bop, scat, doo-wop, and jazz. They sing with preci¬ 
sion and pizzazz. They’re The Manhattan Transfer—a soul-stirring vocal group whose 
musical repertoire is as eclectic and ever-changing as the members themselves—and whose 
following spans several generations.

And they’ve all 
come to watch The Manhattan Transfer perform under the stars. Nestled on a hilltop in the 
Santa Cruz Mountains, the Romanesque facade of the historic Paul Masson Winery serves 
as the backdrop for an electrifying Disney Channel special, The Manhattan Transfer: Going 
Home. Premiering Sunday, December 4 at 9:00 p.m. (Eastern/Pacific time), this second

special in the Going Home musical series 
features excerpts from The Manhattan Trans¬ 
fer’s live performance in Northern California, 
interspersed with footage from some of their 
early concerts—plus exclusive interviews with 
the ensemble and their family members. 

“We’re on top of a mountain, our backdrop 
is this beautiful stone winery covered in vines 
—it’s one of the most beautiful places we’ve 
ever played,” says Janis Siegel, the talented 
New York singer and peerless arranger. Tim 
Hauser, the founding father of The Manhattan 
Transfer adds, “It’s real intimate. Most shows 
you can’t see the audience—but here you can 
see the people and the lights of San Francisco 
behind them.” 

During the concert, the audience claps, swings 
and sings along to Manhattan Transfer classics. 
The Grammy Award-winning “Birdland” is 
choreographed to perfection. The racy ren¬ 
dition of “Boy From New York City” has the 



crowd dancing in the aisles. And the group also 
performs the ever-popular “Java Jive” and 
“Operator,” as well as melodic Brazilian tunes 
from their latest album Brasil. 

In addition to an electrifying concert, viewers 
will get a chance to go behind the scenes with 
this dynamic vocal group. “People are going to 
see the history of this group, footage from con¬ 
certs that hasn’t been seen in 14 years—and 
some footage we've never even seen before,” 
says Alan Paul. Cheryl Bentyne adds, “People 
can see our quirky, light side—and our sen¬ 
suous side. Our individual and group per¬ 
sonalities really come through.” 

The four members of The Manhattan 
Transfer each have a look and sound that’s all 
their own. Janis Siegel is the cool sophisticate 
whose knock-em-dead vibrato barrels from a 
petite frame. Her seeming alter-ego, Cheryl 
Bentyne, stands close to six feet tall and dazzles 
the audience with showstopping flair. Alan 
Paul is the darkly handsome tenor whose ren¬ 
dition of “Gloria” evokes a heartthrob response 
from audiences not seen since the days of 
Fabian. 

Fifteen years ago Tim Hauser, the eternal 
hipster and primary producer of the group, was 
driving a cab in New York City and toying 
around with alternative music. He met up with 
Laurel Masse (since replaced by Cheryl Bentyne), 
Alan Paul, and Janis Siegel. “I met Janis through 
a drummer at a party,” Hauser recalls. “And I 
remember the first time Alan came over and 
we started singing together. Alan said, ‘Man, 
that’s exactly what I’m into!’” 

Alan Paul was starring in the Broadway 
musical Grease, playing teen angel Johnny 
Casino. “I grew up in the New York area so I 
have a lot of influences from vaudeville, Broad¬ 
way, jazz—even classical music,” says Paul. 
Janis Siegel was a part-time waitress, part-time 
singer in an all-women folk group (as was 
Laurel Masse). 

They were all devotees of classic American 
singing—from swing, to scat, to jazz—and in¬ 
terested in catalysing a revival of these once 


popular forms. “We were all mining the same 
lode,” Janis comments. “We wanted to revive 
unknown American music.” 

“When we got together the basic idea was an 
eclectic approach where the predominating in¬ 
fluence would be black American music—jazz, 
R&B, and swing—that’s what we all grew up 
with,” Hauser explains. “We started with Jim 
Croce tunes (he was a good friend of mine in 
college), then we got into ‘Java Jive’ and some 
rhythm and blues stuff. No one was really do¬ 
ing that sort of music.” 

But the group needed something extra to set 
them apart. Janis Siegel was instrumental in 
developing that added dimension—an electri¬ 
fying stage show, complete with four-part har¬ 
mony, costumes, and choreographed numbers. 
“We were going to do music that others 
weren’t doing,” she recalls with the enthusiasm 
of a young showgirl about to make it big. “We 
weren’t going to be introspective on stage. We 
were going to give out. We were going to dress 
up and ...perform''' 

Originally the group played in small cabarets 
and nightclubs—but were very discriminate 
about choosing the locale. “We didn’t just take 
any gig,” Hauser explains. “We were trying to 
build up a mystique.” 

Their innovative formula worked. By 1974 
The Manhattan Transfer had a record label and 
a few hit songs under their belts. Then came a 
television show and two Grammy Awards. 

Laurel Masse left the group in 1979, leaving 
The Manhattan Transfer without a soprano. 
Tim Hauser remembers auditioning prospec¬ 
tive new members. “We didn’t want 50 million 
aspiring singers calling us...then Cheryl walked 
in. She sang ‘Candy’ and it was the sound.” 

“My father was a Dixieland jazz player and 
we had some serious swing music in the 
house,” Bentyne recalls fondly. She was acting 
in various theatre productions and performing 
in nightclubs when she landed the “role” as the 
new member of The Manhattan Transfer. For 
Bentyne, it was a dream come true.

“It was exciting, terrifying, numbing—they 
were favorites of mine,” beams Bentyne. “I was 
in a swing band doing the same kind of music. 
It was wild, I walked in and auditioned with 
these guys—they introduced themselves and I 
said, “I know who you are!” she laughs. 

“My background was musical but I love the 
theatrical medium,” Bentyne adds. Like Alan 
Paul, Bentyne considers herself a performer, 
and her kinetic stage presence has become a 
staple of The Manhattan Transfer’s act. 

After 16 years of performing, The Manhattan 
Transfer is pleased with the scope of their 
celebrity. Their most recent release, Brasil , is 
another effort to bring unknown music into the 
American mainstream. “You can feel that 
groove in Brazilian music,” says Hauser. “I 
think that’s why so many people respond 
favorably to it.” 

The members of The Manhattan Transfer 
have given each other the freedom to pursue 
individual projects. But within the group, no 
one steals the show. This was something they 
agreed upon from the start. “[We decided] 
everybody would be a lead singer, each person 
could preserve his or her identity,” Hauser ex¬ 
plains. “That way we could keep everybody 
happy, rather than becoming ‘So-and-so and 
the Whatevers’.” 

Alan Paul equates The Manhattan Transfer’s 
successful long-term relationship with that of a 
marriage. “We fight well and we love well,” he 
remarks. “We have a real passion for the music 
and a real compassion for each other.” The 
touring and promotion surrounding their latest 
album has required them to spend eight months 
together during the past year—a stretch that 
can be stressful for the group and their families. 

Siegel jests, “I want some time off!” She adds 
thoughtfully, “There are times when we need 
to take a block of time away from each other.” 

“We need time to get reinspired if nothing 
else, time to just clear out,” adds Bentyne. “Our 
music is something that can’t be faked. We 
have to be able to really feel it, really be into it 
in order to get it across either on record or live, 
so we need some rest period to rejuvenate.” 


“This special is a natural place to sit down 
and reminisce about some things in our past. 
We even got our mothers to talk!” Janis Siegel 
laughs. The Manhattan Transfer: Going Home 
offers an exciting look at the group’s musical 
past, and it’s present. “We have all these oppor¬ 
tunities to go wild, to go through boundaries 
and areas other vocal groups haven’t been able 
to,” says Alan Paul. 

The Manhattan Transfer is sensational, pro¬ 
vocative—and unpredictable. No one knows 
what musical form, sound or style will be the 
group’s next inspiration—not even the group 
itself. As Cheryl Bentyne says, “There’s no way 
of predicting what we’ll be sparked by—or 
what’s going to happen next.” □

Hats Off to Fred Astaire is a Disney Night Time salute to 
the great showman. Along with some of his finest films, 
the tribute includes Astaire's first television specials dating 
from the late 1950s, restored from the original color video¬ 
tapes. Below, noted film critic Charles Champlin assesses 
the remarkable Mister Astaire, the man and the artiste.

T he young Broadway star had been given a screen test in New 
York at the start of the 1930s. Reporting on the test to his 
bosses at the studio on the West Coast, an underling in Man¬ 
hattan gave the star a very negative review. “Can’t act. Slightly 
bald. Can dance a little,” he wired. It was one of the most co¬ 
lossal misjudgments in film history. 

The young star was Fred Astaire, and for the next half-century he proved 
that he could act with an easy naturalness that the camera loved to watch. 
He could sing in an engaging light tenor voice, in a style that was decep¬ 
tively casual but that caressed the lyrics and gave them their full meaning. 
It was true he was slightly bald, but thinning hair was never so attractive 
as Astaire made it; it somehow went along with his unique, unassertive 
and unintimidating charm. 

And, of course, Fred Astaire could dance more than a little. Single- 
handedly he invented the dance as something the movies could present 
superbly well and that audiences would flock to see. 

The chorus line had been a Hollywood item since the movies first learned 
to sing. There were the ranks of pretty girls kicking high and being twirled 
and lifted by platoons of anonymous males in tuxedos. As early as 1930 a 
Broadway choreographer named Busby Berkeley had come to Hollywood 
and begun devising the patterns great numbers of dancers could make in 
front of the cameras. Berkeley brought a kind of synchronized sexiness to 
the screen, dance numbers that were sometimes breathtaking in their 
outrageous extravagance and funny in their rather silly suggestiveness. 
But Astaire became film’s first and never equaled dancer-star, working

alone or with a succession of partners beginning 
with Ginger Rogers. From his first great in¬ 
dividual success, Hying Down to Rio in 1933, 
which was also the first of his ten teamings with 
Rogers, no one matched Astaire’s artistry or his 
acclaim. 

The secret of Astaire’s dancing was to make 
the impossible look like elegant and effortless 
fun. Tapping upstairs and down, leaping bar¬ 
riers, gliding up walls and across ceilings (with 
a little help from trick photography), partnering 
brooms and canes, he seemed to repeal the law 
of gravity. There was a suspicion that he must 
have hollow bones, like birds. He defied not only 
his own modest weight but the weight of the 
partners he swung through the air as if they 
were composed entirely of gossamer. (The 
hands, large and strong, were the giveaway 
that Astaire was not as delicate as he looked in 
his narrow tails.) 

To watch him in flight in those matchless 
films and in the later television specials is to 
linger in a state of ongoing astonishment. How 
is it the soaring leaps can seem so easy and so 
graceful; how can the man remain off the 
ground so continuously, so the toes and heels 
can play their lightfoot and lightning rhythms? 
And how can he do any of it without ending up 
a perspiration-drenched, tousled, haggard 
wreck? 

Even now, after you’ve seen Astaire in action 
on film, it is tempting to find a spot of bare floor 
and try a little careless leaping and tapping of 
your own. It can’t be that hard, you say. But 
you quickly realize that it truly is hard, and that 
the fate of lesser mortals is an earthbound lead- 
footedness that makes Astaire’s genius seem all 
the more miraculous. 

We never saw the hard part, naturally. We 
could only surmise, when we thought about it, 
that there had been days of step-by-step trials 
and errors, as Astaire worked to devise fresh 
routines with Hermes Pan, the choreographer 
who was his close friend and closest col¬ 
laborator. Then there were the tireless re¬ 
hearsals and the endless retakes, all to create 
the illusion of an inspired and continuous 
spontaneity. 

Yet it was not simply the mastery of rhythmic 
motion that made Astaire a star. After all there 
were ballroom teams in every nightclub, so it 
sometimes seemed in the ’20s and ’30s, and 
some of those teams made brief cameo ap¬ 
pearances in films. What that early screen test 
evidently did not reveal (or the executive 
watching it failed to see) was that Astaire was a 
personality, a special and beguiling personality. 

He was attractive without being classically 
handsome; he was a winner without being a 
musclebound hero. He sometimes appeared to 
be the leading man’s slightly comical best friend. 
But it was Astaire who got the girl, because he 
was open-hearted, romantic, charming—and, 
boy, could he dance , which inevitably always 
mattered to the lovely women who were cast 


opposite him. 

Astaire appealed to the men as well as the 
women in the audience. The romance in his 
soul and the magic in his toes captured the 
hearts of the women. Men envied his dancing 
skills, but there was more to it than that. In his 
way he reconciled us to our own realities. The 
hair was indeed thinning. The face was all grin 
and cheekbones. The figure was less than 
Greek. His shyness was pleasing to those of us 
who thought of ourselves as bashful and 
tongued-tied (but felt we were OK once you got 
to know us). Behind the bashfulness he was 
nobody’s fool but could be a sly fox, with a will 
of iron. There was much to leam, watching Fred 
at work. 

Like the handful of other dancer-stars who 
followed his lead—Gene Kelly most notably— 
Astaire was a very good actor who proved, com¬ 
mencing with On the Beach in 1959, that he 
could handle dramatic parts as well as romantic 
comedy. 

It is one of the truths about the movies, and 
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now about television as well, that the camera is 
not deceived for long. If the seeming nice guy is 
a mean jerk in private life the camera finally 
detects it like an ominous smudge on an X-ray, 
and the audience will see it as well. At the heart 
of his success was the simple fact that Astaire 
did what he did better than anyone else. But 
what was also true was that the public and 
private Fred Astaires were quite alike. 

The self-effacing modesty was real enough. 
He was a difficult interview because he was so 
reluctant to talk about himself. Astaire thought 
that the work should do the talking. Honors 
made him cringe, and he accepted the adula¬ 
tions that went with the American Film In¬ 
stitute’s Life Achievement Award only because 
it helped the AFI raise needed money. He dis¬ 
liked to discuss the past because it was done 
with, and now was now. His shyness as well as 
his modesty (in a man who had little to be 
modest about) were not poses; they were heart¬ 
felt. Astaire was a movie enthusiast all his days, 
but he liked to go at noon, ahead of the big 
crowds. He wore a battered hat and nondescript 
clothes and stood in line with the other 
customers, pleased and relieved when none of 
them recognized him. 

His indulgence was the race track. He owned 
horses, very good horses like Triplicate, his big 
winner, and he loved them. I’ve always sus¬ 
pected he thought of them as a fair reward for all 
those hours he had spent in the rehearsal halls 
and on the sound stages, sweating to make the 
impossible look easy. 

It was through racing that, after years of 
widowerhood, Astaire met his last wife, Robyn 
Smith, the leading woman jockey in the coun¬ 
try. She’d been introduced to Astaire by Alfred 
Gwynne Vanderbilt, for whom she rode, in 
1973. (“He bet on me and the horse won,” Mrs. 
Astaire said not long ago.) They were married 
seven years later, when he was 81 and she 35. 
His friends and family were astonished, but he 
and Robyn had seven very happy years to¬ 
gether before Astaire died in 1987. 

Astaire, who was born Frederick Austerlitz in 
Omaha, Nebraska, and started appearing in 
vaudeville when he was only seven, had 
become a citizen of the world. Like Cary Grant 
and James Cagney, to name only two of his con¬ 
temporaries, he had become an ambassador of 
good taste, the very model of the civilized man 
who transcended boundaries of class, country 
and language to become universally admired 
and loved. 

It seems likely that the hard work and the 
discipline involved in being a great creative 
dancer had helped to produce a special man, a 
man with an inner grace and balance to match 
his poetry of motion. 

Witnessing again the Astaire magic you 
know you are in the presence of a fortunate 
man who saw his destiny early, worked very 
hard to achieve it, and in the end could see, 
despite his modesty, that he had created an en¬ 
during legacy of delight. □

R ecently London’s Royal Albert

Now that 
memorable evening has been captured in an 
exclusive, original Disney Channel special, 
The 1988 Prince's Trust All-Star Concert. 

Founded in 1976, The Prince’s Trust Fund 
provides financial aid to disadvantaged 
youths in the United Kingdom. Each year the 
Prince’s Trust raises over 1.5 million pounds 
to fund its program. Playing a major role in 
that effort is the annual concert performance 
at the Royal Albert Hall, officially hosted by 
the Prince of Wales.

the experience of watching Shirley Temple films 
together,” says Shirley Temple Black, now 60 
and a grandmother. “To the older people, my 
peer group, they’re reliving experiences they 
had as a child. And to the little children, they’re 
finding a new friend.” 

During the heyday of her career, Shirley 
Temple ruled supreme on the 20th Century- 
Fox lot. Darryl F. Zanuck and other studio ex¬ 


ecutives knew what she was 
worth—and made sure every 
convenience was available to 
their “little princess.” They 
moved Gloria Swanson out 
and Shirley Temple into a pri¬ 
vate bungalow, a bungalow 
complete with rose-colored 
gables and a half-acre play¬ 
ground, enclosed by a white 
picket fence. 

“I had a little bungalow- 
cottage on the lot,” she re¬ 
members. “They gave me a 
swing and a rabbit hutch, and 
some bantam roosters that 
drove the writers crazy!” (That 
swing was dismantled after 
Shirley was caught swaying 
high above Janet Gaynor’s 
dressing room.) 

Temple’s earliest memory of 
the Fox Studio is perhaps the 
most delightful. “I had a won¬ 
derful song and dance number 
with Jimmy Dunn in Stand 
Up and Cheer called ‘Baby 
Take a Bow’,” she recalls 
vividly. “Before the shoot, I had 
a quick sandwich and some milk at the Cafe de 
Paris [the studio commissary]. I was kind of 
skipping out of the commissary down a brick 
path, and I tripped and hit my forehead on one 
of the pointed bricks! A great big bump came 
out and a waiter came running with ice and a 
napkin. That’s when my mother devised the lit¬ 
tle curl on my left temple,” she laughs gently. 
“She cut my hair and made a curl that covered

the bump,” Temple adds. “They liked it so 
much that the little curl stayed forever, through 
all of my films!” Temple’s small routine in 
Stand Up and Cheer stole the picture—and the 
curl became her trademark. 

The Fox studio executives were protective of 
their biggest attraction—and moneymaker. 
(Temple made over 30 million dollars for the 
studio in their 15-year association.) Her life- 
insurance policy with Lloyds of London for¬ 
bade her to fly, among other things. And when 
Temple lost a front tooth, Darryl F. Zanuck 
allegedly cried in a panic, “A front tooth! For 
God’s sake, get the best dentist in town—and 
close down the studio!” 

Gertrude Temple, for all the pejorative press 
she received for being a domineering stage 
mother, played an influential role in 
keeping Shirley’s childhood as “normal” 
as possible. In fact, Mrs. Temple insisted 
that if at any point Shirley’s screen roles 
were adversely affecting her childhood, 
she could break her contract. 

Mrs. Temple was also Shirley’s acting 
coach and director. “My mother taught 
me all of my lines at night before I went 
to sleep,” she remembers. “She would 
read them over and I would say them 
back to her three times. By the time I 
woke up the next morning, I’d have 
them cold—including everyone else’s 
lines.” She adds with a smile, “It was 
very easy, because when you’re a child, you 
don’t have much in your head anyway.” 

This method of memorization got her into 
trouble with Lionel Barrymore, however, on 
the set of The Little Colonel in 1935. “Lionel 
Barrymore and I had a scene together, and I 
corrected him on a line and he was just furious!” 
Temple exclaims. “He stomped off the set into 
his dressing room and he wouldn’t come out. 
He wanted to either have me removed from 
the film or himself. I finally had to knock on his 
door and go in and make friends again.” She 
adds wisely, “After that, I didn’t correct him any¬ 
more—if he made a mistake I just let it slide!” 

One can imagine the seven-year-old Temple 
winning over the disconcerted Barrymore with 
one of her famous smiles. Shirley was always 
known for her sunny disposition—she avoided 
anyone on the set who seemed moody or 
preoccupied. “I loved the crew the most—the 
grips and the gaffers and the cameramen were 
all my really good friends, more than the 
stars, because they were ever-changing.” 

Miss Temple’s reputation on the set was that 
of a professional, though sometimes precocious 
youth. She recalls, “I had a lot of fun and caused 
a lot of trouble. I was a tomboy, although no 
one really knew that because they always saw 
me in nice little dresses.” She pauses, then 
adds in a serious tone, “I knew the difference 
between work and play—and I worked hard, 
and loved it.” 


David Butler, who directed Shirley in Bright 
Eyes and The Little Colonel , once said of his ex¬ 
perience working with the young actress: “She 
didn’t act or make pictures. She played wonder¬ 
ful games. She got into fairy-land, she believed 
it all herself and that’s why you believed it.” 
Shirley’s favorite sidekick, Bill Robinson, once 
said, “God, he made her just by herself—no 
series—just one.” 

Shirley had the wit and charm of a seasoned 
trouper. And she was a quick study. Director 
John Ford coined Shirley’s nickname “One- 
take Temple.” Bill Robinson taught her a waltz 
dog, a soft shoe number, and three tap dance 
routines in a single morning. Shirley never 
looked at his feet the entire time, and to the 
amazement of her dancing partner, she rattled 
off the routines with precision and flair. “Bill 
Robinson was my favorite,” Temple says. “We 
had a mental symphony together—I learned 
mostly by listening. I still do!” 


When Temple corrected 
Lionel Barrymore on 
a line during the filming of 
The Little Colonel, Barrymore 
stormed off the set in a fury. 


Shirley Temple was the mop-top with the 
Midas touch. The songs from her movies 
became automatic hits—outselling other 
musical legends of the day such as Bing Crosby 
and Alice Faye. Her name and face were on 
cereal boxes, soap, dolls and hair ribbons. 

Temple’s popularity was a reflection of the 
times. She was a model citizen, representing 
the shattered ideals of an embittered nation. 
Her characters included orphans and vaga¬ 
bonds. In her films she was abandoned, im¬ 
poverished, and neglected. But despite all 
these hardships, Shirley’s indefatigable courage 
and cheer held fast. She managed to make the 
most grimacing villain see his evil ways, and 
turned the fiercest ogre into a friend. If she 
couldn’t charm them with an apple-cheeked 
grin, she’d sing and dance her way into their 
hearts. President Franklin D. Roosevelt said of 
the young Temple in 1934, “When the spirit of 
the people is lower than at any other time dur¬ 
ing the Depression, it is a splendid thing that 
for just 15 cents an American can go to a 
movie, look at the smiling face of a baby, and 
forget his troubles.” 

But by the mid-1940s, Shirley’s appeal was 
fading. The “little girl” character of her youth 
was now a teenager with long legs. America 
was facing the great challenges generated by 
World War II. And a transition from fantasy to 
realism in film, combined with marginal script 
offerings, left Temple’s acting career flagging 


behind the scenes at the Fox lot. 

Temple continued to play roles in mediocre 
films, with the exception of the critically ac¬ 
claimed Since You Went Away in 1944. It starred 
Claudette Colbert and Joseph Cotten (her 
teenage crush). But with fewer offerings and 
dwindling interest in acting, Shirley decided to 
leave the silver screen for good in 1949. 

The end of Temple’s film career unfortunately 
coincided with the failure of her first marriage 
to John Agar, a sergeant in the Army Air Force. 
(She met Agar at a tea party when she was 
16—and they were married one year later on 
September 19,1945.) The demise of her mar¬ 
riage and career was a double blow she took 
with courage and stoicism. “It was a very dif¬ 
ficult time in my life,” she recalls soberly. “It 
wasn’t hard for me to leave film, because I had 
sort of grown out of the world of make-believe 
and become more interested in the real world. 
But it was too bad to have a marriage end that 
I’d worked so hard to preserve.” 

With the optimism and flair typical of 
her film persona, Shirley Temple was 
soon back on her feet. She remarried to 
Charles Black, a wealthy businessman. 
The new Mrs. Black directed her inex¬ 
haustible energies to a public life of 
another sort—charity work and politics. 

“I’ve certainly never been at a disad¬ 
vantage because of my childhood,” she 
comments. “I sometimes say that little 
Shirley Temple opens doors for me, but 
if Shirley Temple Black can’t produce, 
then the doors will close.” 

Black’s life in public work has provided 
her with a wealth of opportunities—all of which 
she discusses in her recently published 
autobiography Child Star. She served as a 
delegate to the United Nations and was am¬ 
bassador to the Republic of Ghana. “That was 
my best experience in politics,” she comments. 
“The Ghanaians are a wonderful people. It was 
a very exciting job!” 

Shirley Temple Black is currently a Foreign 
Affairs Officer Expert, training new ambassadors. 
She says proudly of her political career, “My 
whole life I’ve served my country when asked.” 


Optimism, courage, strength, cheer. Shirley 
Temple Black still holds the worthy attributes 
that first endeared her to Americans decades 
ago. She may never return to the silver screen, 
but she left behind her a wealth of movies for 
the world to enjoy. Her films range from the 
playful to the poignant, the enchanting to the 
escapist. And they all played a part in a noble 
game called “Beat the Depression.” 

Shirley Temple Black says of her magnetism as 
a child star: “People in the Depression wanted 
something to cheer them up, so they fell in love 
with a little girl.” Indeed Temple’s films possessed 
the magical power of bringing happiness to 
millions of people. These Temple classics of 
yesteryear are sure to capture the hearts of to¬ 
day’s children—and evoke warm memories for 
those who grew up, side by side, with America’s 
favorite sweetheart. □
